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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Cheng 
(US 2004/0150713, filed 5-29-2003). 

Regarding claim 19, Cheng discloses a communication unit operable to receive 
the moving pictures transmitted to and received from the radio communication base 
station (reads on 110, fig. 1 ) on the basis of communication protocol which is used 
between the radio communication base station and the mobile communication terminal 
(reads on 150, fig. 1), and an interface (fig. 2) operable to output moving pictures 
received by moving picture receiver terminal to the monitor device (for example 124, fig. 
1 ; paragraphs: 0004 - 0005; 001 1 - 0014; 0030-0031 ). 

Note: in rejecting claim 19, preamble to the claim is given no weight. 

Regarding claim 20, Cheng further teaches the following: connection processing 
configured to perform the transmission and reception of voice data with the mobile 
communication terminal (reads on 150, fig. 1) on the basis of communication protocol 
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between the radio base station (reads on 110, fig. 1) and the mobile communication 
terminal, and a signal processing unit (figs. 4-5) configured to convert the voice data 
transmitted and received by the connection processing unit into IP packets (this is 
implied in as much as the reference uses IP network for transmission and reception of 
voice and video) and voce versa and transmit and receive the IP packets through a 
communication network by interconnecting communication lines (abstract; paragraph: 
0005; 0028; claim 15). 

3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Nakagawa et 
al. (JP2001 -189808, hereinafter Nakagawa). 

Regarding claim 21 , Nakagawa discloses a set-top box configured to receive 
content data inclusive of moving pictures delivered through a communication network, 
which is constructed by interconnecting communication lines, and output data to a 
monitor device (drawing 1), where in the set-top box receives the content data through 
the communication network, acquires moving pictures transmitted and received by a 
mobile communication terminal (reads on 10, drawing 1) having capability of performing 
the transmission and reception with radio communication base station, and selectively 
outputs these moving pictures as acquired ir the moving pictures received by the 
content reception device to the monitor device (abstract; paragraphs: 0008 - 0023; 
0040 - 0041 ; 0051 ; 0053 - 0062). 

4. Claims 14-18, 22-26 allowed.
